Harvest Progressing 


Another week of fine weather, 
with high temperatures, has helped 
on the ripening process, and the 
binders are getting busy all over the 
district 

On Sunday afternoon there were 
local rains, A storm passed south 
and east of Strathmore. Though 
there Was no rain in Strathmore, it 
was heavy at Namaka, Carseland, 
and Standard, 

The Namaka Farm started eight 
| binders to work last week on a 
large field ot barley, and several 
other farmers throughout the dis- 
trict are also cutting barley. A 
number of fields of rye have been 
cut and stooked, 

Wheat and oats are turning rap- 
idly, and harvesting of all grain 
should be general about the 
beginning of next week 

The grain acreage in this year in 
Strathmore district is much larger 
that any former year, many tarmers 
having rented or bought adjoining 
land, and the returns on land that 
has been tall or spring plowed, as 
well as on land that has been 
summerfallowed, are very good. 

From thirty to forty binders have 
been sold by local implement agents 
during the past few weeks, and de- 
livery of many of these has already 
been made. The twine supply 
seems to be sufficient, though much 
more twine will be needed per acre 
than in former years, owing to the 
length of the straw. In some cases 
the grain stands from five to six 
feet high, andis so thick that it is 
difficult to walk through it 

The yield in most cases is very 
uniform, as the grain all germinated 
at the same time, and there is not 
much chance of lowering of grade 
owing to second growth, which has 
been a difficulty in some years when 
there was a prolenged dry spell in 
the spring 

Crops damaged by the hail three 
weeks ago have in many cases 
shown a remarkable improvement, 
ind excert in those instances where 
the loss was total, the percentage 
of damage has decreased consider- 
ably, and some of those who con- 
sidered themselves badly hit, will! 
pull through with an average crop | 
The adjusters, both for the Munici- 
pal Hail Insurance and tor the) 
private companies, have completed 
their work, and farmers affected by 
the hail are on the whole satisfied 
with the awards made 

The crops as a whole are better 
than ever before in this district, and 
are ripening in goodtime. With 
the prospects of good crops and 
good prices tarmers are looking 
forward to a large good balance 
this fall, and unless some untoward 
accident happens, the possibility 
of which grows less everyday, their 
optism is fully justified 
A heavy thunderstorm passed over the 


district last night, with considerable rain, 
So far as reported, no hail has fallen,

THE ARGUMENT 
IN A NUTSHELL 


“Made-in-Canada” Idea in Condensed 
Form—A Simple but Convincing 
Statement 


A writer in the University Magazine 
for April attacks the “Made-in-Canada” 
movement in somewhat vigorous fash- 
fon. After commenting on the sel‘sh- 
hess of those who are responsible for 
it he delves into some economic argu. 
ments, maintaining that if a country 
does not buy it cannot sell, and that 
goods are exchanged for goods. There 
is a certain measure of truth in the 
latter statement, but the “Made-in- 
Canada” argument does not deny this. 
It is a practical policy, dictated by 
motives of enlightened self-interest, 
based on the theory that what is good 
for Canada and Canadians must, in the 
long run, be .ood for the British Em- 
pire, of which we form a part. The 
“Made-in-Canada” argument is simply 
this: 

Canada is a young country, which, 
although it has one of the most moder- 
ate protective tariffs in the world, has 
bullt up a great national industrial sys- 
tem. For a couple of years the output 
of this plant bas decreased because 


the demand for manufactured goods 
has fallen off, with the result that 
muny workers are out of em- 


ployment und a great quantity of un- 
sold goods is stored in warehouses. 
Yet we are buying hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of manufactur- 
ed goods abroad. Those who advo- 
cate the “Madein-Canada” policy say 
to Canadian buyers: ‘Before you pur- 
chase an ‘mrorted article see if you 
can find a similar Canadian article 
which would suit you. You will prob- 
ably find it and you will find prob- 
ably, too, that the quality and price 
compare favorably with the quality 
and price of the imported article. If 
you should in some cases 
that the Canadian article is not quite 
so good or quite so cheap as the im- 
ported article, csk yourself if your 
patronage wil! help in time to bring 
about « state of affairs where the 
Canadian article would be equal or 
superior to the imported article. Pos-

sibly, in view of the present extra- 
ordinary situation, you might con- 
cede a little in favor of the Canadian 


article, but we do not ask you to make 
any considerable sacrifice to do 
If thousands of Canadian buyers fol- 
low this Canadian goods can 
be produced in such great quantities 
that their quality can be improved and 
their price lowered. Canadian raw 
material will be utilized, employment 
will be furnished at home, and our 
foreign obligations will be reduced.”
